take u half ounce of gelatin soaked in 
a very little cold water, 8 tablespoou- 
fnls of graced chocolate rubbed smooth 
iu a little milk, a half cup of powdered 
sugar, 4 eggs, a half pound of sponge 
cuke, a teaspoonful of vanilla and 1 
pint of cream. Heat the cream to boil- 
ing slov;ly, stirring frequently. Add 
the sugar, chocolate and geladu, und 
when these me dissolved add a spoonful 
ac a time to the beateu yolks. Set back 
in the saucepan of boiling water arid 
stir five minutes until very hot, but do 
not let it boil. Take- it off tho stove nnd 
whip or churn to a standing froth, add- 
ing the beaten whites toward the last. 
Line a mold with cake, fill the mixture 
and, set on ice before serving.

A MAN'S THROAT BADLY CUT 


AND SLASHED. 


The Victim is at St. John's Hospi- 


tal. 


Christmas week Is generally attended 


"by some fatality or had fracas in this city. 
Last night saw what nearly proved ta be a 
fatal assault on Gorham 
street, near 


ICeene, between G and 6.30 o'clock last 
evening. 


The victim is James Cox, aged 30 years, 


residing at 30 Summer street, who is now 
at St. John's hospital with his throat cut, 
and his alleged assailant, who is Johu 
Roarke, residing on Burns street, is under 
arrest charged with assault. 


Cox is suffering from a wound in the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 38.—The house yes- 


terday dwelt upon the consideration of the 
bond bill, which, in conjunction with the 
tariff bill passed Thursday, constitute the 
relief which tho Bapublican house of rep- 
resentatives offers tho Democrats to meet 
thu existing financial situation. 


The bill aroused tho united opposition 


ot tho Democrats and Populists, the gold 
Democrats being arrayed against it be- 
cause they claimed it did not give the 
secretary the authority to issue cold bonds 
with which ho desired to replenish the re- 
serve, and the silver Democrats on the 
ground of their general opposition to bond 
issues. 
Tho latterj contended that the 


raids on the treasury could be stopped if 
*.he secretary would use his discretion to 
-udeern notes in silver when the reserve 
was threatened. 


In tlio Republican ranks, also, there de- 


veloped such bitter opposition to the bill 
as originally drawn, and to the proposition 
to force the bill to a vote, that the Re- 
publican members of tho committee on 
ways and means incorporated in it an 
amendment specifically declaring that 
nothing in tho act should be construed as 
u modification or repeal oC the act of 1878 
for the reissue of the greenbacks when re- 
deemed, and the committee on rules ex- 
tended tho limit to debate until today at 
!i o'clock, but declined to give the members 
of the house opportunity to offer amend- 
ments. 
These 
concessions 
probably 


brought a few of the fractious Republicans 
into line—how many the vote today will 
show. 


But 11 Republicans went over the party 


traces yesterday on the adoption of the 
rule. This, it is stated, does not represeut 
more than one-fourth of the opposition to 
the meaouro itself. 


The feature of the day was a strong 


speech from Johnson (Rep., Gal.), appeal- 
ing to his Republican colleagues to vote- 
against the bill. He scored the Republi- 
can leaders for bringing in the bill. Ho 
said he had voted for the revenue measure 
Thursday under protest, but he refused to 
follow them on the present bill. Political 
expediency whicli involved a surrender of 
principle, he declared, would, never suc- 
ceed. 


The debate ran far into tho night. The 


principal speeches were made by Messrs. 
Dinprley (Me.) and Grosvenor (O.), Repub- 
licans, and Messrs. Turner (Ga.) and Pat- 
terson (Tenn.), Democrats.

A lively Tilt. 


The senate was enlivened by a spirited 


and somewhat personal debate, in which 
Mr. Hill (X. T.) and Mr. Teller (Colo.) 
were the principal figures. 


Mr. Hill precipitated consideration of 


the bond question by offering a resolution 
declaring that future bond issues to re- 
new tho gold reservo should bear a pro- 
vision that they would be payable in gold 
and silver at the option of tha holder. In 
support of this, Hill made a speech setting 
forth tho difficulties of negotiating bonds 
under the uncertainties of the present 
law, and he branched out in a general 
discussion of finance, and among other 
things urged the permanent retirement of 
the greenbacks in accordance with the 
recommendations of the president and 
secretary of tho treasury. 


Teller's reply to Hill was cutting, sar- 


castic and personal. He repudiated and 
protested against the efforts of the presi- 
dent and all his "tide waiters" to. defame 
thu credit of the "United States. He spoke 
of tho recent visit to Washington of a 
great New York banker, one of those who 
had participated in the "dishonorable or 
imbecile" bond transaction of last year. 
The galleries were crowded during the 
debate, aud the senators, as well as spec- 
tators, keenly enjoyed the caustic tilt. 


Allen (Pop., Neb.) added his protest to 


that of Teller against the defamation of 
our national credit. No Unal action on 
the Hill resolution was taken. 


Senators Quay and Burrows gave notice 


of amendments which they propose to 
offer to the house tariff bill when it shall 
reach the senate for consideration. Sena- 
tor Quay's amendment provides for an in- 
crease of the duty on wrapper tobacco, 
making the duty on unstemmed tobacco 
imported in bulk S3 a pound, and on 
stemmed tobacco §2.50 a pound. 


Senator Burrows' amendment provides 


for a duty equal to GO per cent of tho Mc- 
Kinley law duties on a large number of 
articles of schedule A, concerning chem- 
icals, oils and paints; on manufactured 
burrstoncs and grindstones; on iron ores, 
cotton tics and copper and manufactures 
of; on a large number of agricultural 
products, including fresh milk, yields of 
egss, plants, fresh fish and salt; on lemon- 
ade, soda water and other similar waters; 
or flai, hemp, straw and binding twine, 
and on feathers, paintings, statuary, hat- 
ters' plush, coffee and hides. 


A Chat With Carlisle. 


Secretary Carlisle mado the following 


statement lost night in response to the 
question: "What, in your opinion, will 
be the effect upon the financial situation 
of the tariff bill passed by the house of 
representatives; on Thursday?" 


"I had," add .Mr. Carlisle, "supposed 


that very few could now .be found who 
believe that our financial difficulties were 
caused by tho deficiency in the ordinary 
reve"ues of the government, or that they 
can be -relieved by increasing taxes upon 
the commodities consumed .by tho people. 
Those difScul ties are tho necessary results 
of our financial legislation, aud they can- 
not be removed, even temporarily, by 
tariff laws, nor by any other measures 
which do not directly ennblo tho govern- 
ment to procure tho means necessary for 
the maintenance ot the gold payments'." 


"Do you think, then, that- the bond bill 


presented in tho house today will furnish 
any relief to the treasury?" 


"I am satisfied that there is but one 


permanent remedy for our financial em- 
barrassments, and that is legislation pro-' 
viding for the retirement and cancellation 
of the legal tender notes; but, recognizing 
the fact that such a measure would re- 
quire time for its consideration, and for its 
complete elocution, if adopted, I had hoped 
that congress would immediately take tho 
necessary steps to assist the government 
in its efforts to prooure and maintain such 
a gold reserve as may be required to re- 
move the distrust and appr'ehehslon"which 
haji DrenlDftat«d t 


"The .bill reported.by" the committee on 


ways and means falls very far short of the 
requirements of the situation, and its pas- 
fiaye.will not beneficially nffect the situa- 
tion with whicli' we have now to deal. 
Our difficulties were produced and have 
been prolonged and aggravated by the 
fuar that, notwithstanding all the efforts 
of the administration, we m:iy ultimately 
be unable to procure gold for the purpose 
of redeeming our notes, and, conse- 
quently, bo forced to a silver basis, and 
this fear cannot be wholly removed until 
some action is taken" by congress clearly 
indicating a purpose to pay all our obliga- 
tions in gold when demanded by holders. 


''Although there is no substantial rea- 


son to distrust tiie character of our notes 
or other securities, or to doubt the pur- 
pose of the government to maintain gold 
payments, the facts that there has been 
no legislative declaration upon the subject, 
and that no legal authority exists to 
make them expressly payable in gold, not 
only prevent the sale of our bonds for the 
replenishment of the reserve upon tho 
most advanlagcous terms, but increase 
tho demands for gold by the presentation 
of notes at the vory times when we are 
least able to meet them without injury to 
our credit. 


"Ifit'was not generally expected that 


the three classes of bonds alre.'uiy author- 
ized by law will be paid in gold at ma- 
turity, they could not be sold, except at 
an enormous sacrifice, but .even this gen- 
eral expectation is not sufficient to al- 
together satisfy investors, and especially 
in times of financial disturbances. 


"Gold" Instead of "Coin." 


"About $10,000,000 could have been saved 


to the people on tlie last issue of bonds if 
congress had consented to make them 
expressly payable iu gold, instead of coin. 
This condition is not at all improved by 
the pending bill, which still requires all 
bonds to be payable 'in coin,' as heretofore, 
and confers no new authority, except tho 
power to issue and sell 3 per cent bonds, 
also payable in coin, after ilye years," with 
interest payable in coin semi-annually. 


"At tho present time, our 30-year 4 per 


cent bonds, with interest payable quar- 
terly, are selling in the markets at rates 
which yield investors more than 3 per 
cent per annum, and this fact should not 
be overlooked in determining whether or 
not a 5-year 3 per cent bond could now bo 
sold at par, as the pending bill requires." 


"What will be tho effect of the provision 


prohibiting tho sale of bonds except after 
public advertisement?" 


"Assuming that a sufficient amount of 


gold could te procured in that way, any 
secretary of the treasury would prefer to 
advertise for tho bids, but it is evident, 
that there may be circumstances when 
prompt-action is required in order to pre- 
serve the credit of the government, and In 
such cases a peremptory provision requir- 
ing a public advertisement might defeat 
the object of the law and prevent any. 
sale." 


Speaking of the second section of tha 


Dill, which authorizes the issue of cer- 
tificates to meet deficiencies in the rev- 
enue, Secretary Carlisle said: 


"While there is no necessity at the pres- 


ent time for resorting to the exercises of 
the power which -that section confers, and 
may not be in the future, the secretary of 
the treasury ought always to have the au- 
thority to issue and sell or usa in the pay- 
ment of expenses short-time certificates 
or bonds of the character described In that 
bill. Such authority ought to have been 
conferred upon him long ago, and it ought 
to be made permanent instead of being 
limited to $50,000,000, as it is by the bill. 
Except as to this limitation, the second 
section of the bill is a good one." 


Republicans Suro of Control, 


The Democratic members of the senate 


held a caucus yesterday for the purpose of 
considering the committee assignments 
made by the steering committee. The 
caucus endorsed the work of tho commit- 
tee, aud authorized it to continue its work 
by making 
some minor assignments 


which had not been agreed upon before 
tho caucus act. Owing to this state of 
affairs, tho list was not in shape to be 
given to the public when the caucus ad- 
journed. It can be stated positively, how- 
ever, that there was no change in the as- 
signments to the more important commit- 
tees which have already baen published. 


Tho list will be presented to the senate 


Monday next, in connection with the Re- 
publican assignments. 
Senator Mitchell 


(Or.), as chairman o£ tho Republican cau- 
cus committee, will at that time present 
the list with a resolution, upon which a 
yea and nay vote will be taken, which 
will ba a test of the Republican strength 
for organization. It is not doubted that 
on this test the Republicans will secure a 
sufficient vote to insure the control of the 
committee and in accordance with the as- 
signments already made by them. 


The Republican senators held a brief 


caucus after the adjournment of the sen- 
ate for the purpose of considering a com- 
plaint from the Democratic senators con- 
cerning the formation of the committee on 
Indian affairs. The committee consists ot 
11 members. The Republicans assigned 
five Republicans and two Populists to this 
committee, leaving four places for the 
Democrats. The Democrats took excep- 
tions to this adjustment, and they were 
given another member. 


The caucus also decided that the Repub- 


lican members of the senate should be re- 
quested to be present at next Monday's 
session, with a view to making sure of a 
quorum when the question of reorganiza- 
tion of the committees it has been agreed 
upon comes up. It was also agreed in the 
caucus that if the house would consent to 
tho proposition congress should adjourn, 
over on Monday until the following Mon- 
day.

Holiday Dulness Increased by De- 


layed Orders. 


NETV YORK, Deo. 28.— B. G. Dan <fc Co., 


In their weekly review of trade, will sny: 
The failures of the fourth quarter of tbo 
year 38U3, not yet finished, cannot lju 
definitely stated, but the aggregate of de- 
ferred liabilities' for the year, while much 
smaller than in 1S9S, will vary but tittle 
from that of 1891. The year's aggregate 
of commercial liabilities will probably bo 
about S170,000,0(X) in manufacturing, over 
§73,000,000, or 10 pur cent, more than last 
year, but in trading about 833,000,000, 01 
0 per cent less than last year. 


The foreign and 'financial messages oi 


the president were followed by violent re- 
action in the stock market last Saturday, 
with grave fears of monetary trouble. 
The sudden panic checked business in 
many departments, and the industries 
cannot be expected to. show signs of im- 
provement until the new year begins. 


Ortk-rs have for months been so much 


smaller than they were in the summer, 
when production was expanding and 
prices mounting rapidly, that new causes 
«jC uncertainty have the more influence. 
Be.-ssemer pig has declined 25 cents more 
at Pittsburg; the bar iron association has 
reduced its price — not yet to the rate al 
"which steel as well as iron bars are actu- 
ally sold, and in most departments this 
industry suffers from the speculative ad- 
vance in prices and production last sum- 
mer. 


Orders Are Backward. 


In the groat textile manufactures tha 


usual holiday dullness is increased by de- 
lay of .orders, though there is some ac- 
cumulation of goods for the demand ex- 
pected soon. For woolen goods the market 
is extremely dull. Soft wool dress goods 
and ladies' cloths are a shade lower, and 
the. average quotations are about l>g pel 
cent lower for the week. Some makers 
have gono below last year's quotations in 
securing orders. 


The shoe and leather business does not 


improve, and both leather and manufac- 
tured goods declined slightly, though spec; 
illation is again hoisting hides about K 
per cent for all in two weeks, and foi 
some kinds 25 par cent. 


Wheat and cotton were deprassed by 


last week's panic, and have had little time 
to recover. 
Wheat receipts continue 


enormous for the week, 8,794,072 bushels, 
against 1,712,908 last year', and- Atlantic! 
exports, flour included, have been 7,520,960 
in four weeks of December, against 7,763,- 
690 last year. Russian and other supplies 
are moving freely; official estimates are 
wholly forgotten, and the men who pre- 
dicted $1 wheat have disappeared. 


Cotton has remained at SJi cents since
